been lost. Traction officials declare that the records plainly show that no 
such orders wero issued by Dispatcher Frelmeyer.

Mr. Hardy 
hurried to the scene of the wreck 
with the special car to convey the in- 
jured passengers to the hospital, and 
remained upon the ground to direct 
the work of clearing away the wrecked 
cars.

Slowly and gracefully 'lie neared the 
surface and was about thirty feet 
above the ground when a gust of wind 
caught and overturned the monoplane. 
It fell heavily, carrying the aviator be- 
neath it. 
Chevez was pinned under 


the motor and painfully hurt. He liail 
fainted on striking the ground and was 
bleeding profusely when released from 
the wreckage. The machine was ruln- 
erl. Chavez believed that the favorable 
opportunity which he had awaited 
since Monday morning had come to- 
day with the fair weather and he de- 
cided to make the start.

Federal Statistics Prove 


a .Gratifying Drop in 


Last Two Years. 


Washington. Sept. 
23.—The death 


rate In the United States in 1909 was 
15 In each 1,000, according to a bulletin 
about to be Issued by the census nu- 
reau. This is the lowest average, ever 
recorded for this country. The figures 
cover only the cities and states having 
laws requiring 
thp registration 
of 


deaths. 
These- represent 55.3 per cent 


of the estimated total population. 


In addition returns 
were received 


from 54 cities having local registration 
laws. 


The total number of deaths recorded 


was 732.538, of which 398,597, or over 
54 per cent, were ot males. The great- 
est mortality occurred In March and 
the lowest in June. In 1908 the rate 
was 15.4 per cent the last year indi- 
cating a falling oft of almost half of 
1 per cent. 


Excellent as the showlnK Is it was 


not so good as made In England where 
the rate was only 14% to the thousand. 
The. low rate in both countries is at- 
tributed to the absence of widespread 
epidemics.

escape detection. 
. "You may write a biased or "inac- 
curate statement for a newspaper, and 
'get away with it.' but you cannot do 
it with the Argus-eyed millions who 
read the dispatches of The Associated 
Press. Obviously then, the very mag- 
nitude of The Associated Press work 
tends to make truthfulness and impar- 
tiality in the service imperative. 
It 


cannot be used to 'grind anyone's ax.' 
to serve any special interest, or to 
help any political party or faction or 
propaganda. I am not laying claim to 
any great virtue. I am saying that, 
under its system of operation, and in 
view of the millions of critics passing 
upon its work. The Associated Press 
is automatically truthful anrl fair. 
If 


you hear a man whining that The As- 
sociated Press is run In the interest 
of this party or that, you may put it 
down that what, he wants is not fair 
play, but a leaning his way. 


Not a Dollar for Libel. 


"As one evidence of the truthfulness 


of. our reports. 1 direct your attention 
to the fact that diiring.-the life of the 
present organization, we have never 
paid a dollar of damages in an action 
for libel, nor have we compromised any 
case. 
In the few Instances where 


suits have been brought, they have, 
with a. single exception, been dismissed 
at plaintiffs costs before trial. 
The 


single exception is a suit begun by 
Jlr. William R. Hearst, because WB sent 
out a report which was admittedly per- 
fectly accurate, of an 
after-dinner 


speech made hy Mayor Gayiior. In New 
York. This rase is still pending. 


"But The As.-ociat"(l Pross Is some- 


thing more than a mere town gossip. 
Jt is the great forum in which the 
vital questions arising in our dcmo- 


that at the close ot each presidential 
campaign for years, both candidates 
have borne public testimony to the 
impartial treatment they have received 
at the hands of The Associated Press. 


Melting Pot of American Opinion. 
"In this way, the report of The As- 


sociation becomes the melting pot of 
American public' opinion. Every son 
o£ suggestion is tossed into the seeth- 
ing cauldron ot debate, and the amal- 
gam which comes forth is the majestic 
mandate of a great self-governing peo- 
ple. 
Not that The Associated Press 


seeks in any way to give 'form to the 
outcome, but by furnishing the basic 
facts, it makes possible the alchemy 
which creates a co-ordinated nationa 
idea. 


"Finally, 
the 
business 
of 
news- 


gathering- has a distinct moral value. 
Notwithstanding all I have said about 
the impartiality of the association, and 
notwithstanding the fact that it takes 
no part for either side in any contro- 
versy, it nevertheless has an enormous 
influence upon American life. Adopt- 
ing the terminology of our medical 
friends, 'We cure diseases upon the 
body politic by the aseptic and not by 
the antiseptic method.' 


"Given a correct environment, we 


leave na.ture to do the rest. I£ with 
the truth 
beforp them, 


choose to go wrong that 


the people 
is their af- 


cratic form of government arc debated. 
Taking no part in any 
controversy, 


neither advocating nor opposing thp 
view of the contestants for public ap- 
proval, it furnishes them a.n avenue 
through which they may reach 
the 


people, with the assurance that they 
shall have absolutely fair treatment— 
tha.t. it is a case of a free field and no 
favor. 
I! is easy to be just in this 


matter, but it is not. always easy to 
convince partisans wrought up (o 
fine, frenzy, with quickened prejunices 
and a burninc rl»sire that the latent 
but unusable power of the organization 
be employed in their behoof—It is not 
always easy. I say. to convince such 
people that we are. fair. 
When both 


sides are attacking us,' as is not in- 
frequently the case. I assume that we 
are not far wrong. U is worth noting 


fair, not ours. We furnish au atmos- 
phere of truth which necessarily puri- 
fies the cesspool of corruption. 
We 


furnish the light which flames out into 
the dark places and makes impossible 
'treason, stratagem and spoils.' ' It is 
our purpose to furnish the pure stream 
which threads its way through th 
confused 
tanglewood 
of 
discordant 


opinion and conflicting assertion. 
If 


eternal vigilance is the price of lib- 
erty, then the ceaseless vigil of The 
Associated Press must have very high 
value in our republic. 


"These he our purposes. This is our 


intent. There are limitations upon our 
work such as are common to ail hu- 
man endeavor, but with the censorship 
which is upon us. I am happy in the 
belief that we come measurably filling 
our mission." 


Governor Marshall's Address. 


Governor Marsha li was introduced 


by the toastmaster and responded to 
"The Hnosier Stale."' 
Governor Mar- 


shall prefaced his remarks by telling 
of. his narrow escape from becoming a 
member of the newspaper profession. 
He snid he was editor of a country 
weekly in the west just six days, then 
he returned to Indiana to study law. 


'Indiana has

said the governor. 


"Does not every Hoosier glory in the 


record of Benjamin Harrison and point 
with pride to Oliver P. Morion? 


"There was a time when the word 


'Hoosier' was the laughing stock 
thp nation. 
Everything is

We are proud of the citizens n- 


Indiana. When this government sough 
to put a hit in the mouth of the Mis- 
sissippi river, it had to seek an Indi- 
ana engineer to do it. That was Jamet. 
B. Kad. 


'Indiana men arr not only all rich 


from the neck down, intt they arc al 
right from (he neck up and thoir heart: 


Mr. Miller's speech was historical, 


reviewing the growth of the Associat- 
ed Press in Indiana, from the. time it 
was first received by the Indianapolis 
Journal, in 1855, up to the present time, 
when eighteen papers of the state re- 
seive the news service, under the atate 
management of George M. Cook. 


Mr. Fairbank's Address. 


Charles W. Fairbanks, former vice 


president ot the United. States, who 
headed the toast list in responding to 
"The P.ross Abroad," paid a high trib- 
ute to the Associated fms, lauding it 
as "the pioneer news-gathering agency 
of the United States, which stands foi 
decency and honesty in journalism,' 
and to Mr. Stone, at the head of such 
an organization. 
Mr. Fairbanks said 


n part: 


"The press abroad and the press at 


home are in many respects in strik- 
ng contrast. The press in many coun- 
ties is under a censorship of the most 
drastic character, but even where it 
is subject to governmental 
supervi- 


sion and suppression—there is 'mani- 
fest a growing power and an increas- 
ing measure of Independence. With 
larger light it is coming to be recog- 
nized everywhere as an essential safe- 
guard of the rights and liberties of 
men. It is the foe of absolutism; and 
the most autocratic states reserve ana 
exercise the power to control It. Its 
freedom is increasing with the growth 
of 
representative 
government about 


the world. 


."There is one thing observable about 
the press in the Orient, and that is. 
with the rarest exception, it is below 
the American standard. You can count 
upon the fingers of your hands the 


ewspapers outside of America which 
old rank with the best. This is due 
irimarily to the fact that ours is the 
reatest reading people of the world, 
nd because we live amidst stirring 
vents, because there is something do- 
ng among us always, and becaus" 
here is someone doing us— as our dis- 
nterested 
and 
self-sacrificing poli- 


icians would make us believe much of 
he time. While we have flagrant .in- 
stances of the downright abuse of the 
'reedom of the press, the antidote is 
lound not in governmental censor- 
ship. 
hut in 
the corrective power 


which exists within the press itself. 


"There are English papers published 


n the leading cities of the Orient and 
some of them show enterprise of a 
rery 
commendable 
character under 


circumstances which wou/j seem lo a 
casual observer to he unfavorable in a 
very considerable degree. 


European Press. 


"When we com« lo the press of Eu- 


rope — we approach more nearly, of 
course, our standard: yet we hnve 
nothing to fear in our comparison with 
it. 
It possesses some of our virtues

faults. Speaking largely, it is not so- 


pcrvjuiiiis and 
comprehensive in 


its influence ns ours. 
With us both

millions of the poorer classes of Eu- 


ways been and now is to record and 
report the truth—as it transpires and 
without bias. Its endeavor is to faith- 
fully mirror current events. We de- 
light to honor tonight the general 
manager of the Associated Press—the 
pioneer news-gathering agency of the 
United States, which stands for de- 
cency and honesty in journalism—Mr. 
Melville E. Stone." 


Educator's Advice to Wrters. 


Responding to the toast, "Education 


and Journalism," President William L. 
Bryan, of Indiana university, declared 
that one of the things to be strivsn 
for by newspaper men is' good writ- 
ing. 
By good writing President Bryan 


said he did not mean "fine writing," 
for that is to be deplored. 
He gave 


Robert L. Stevenson as an example of 
untiring efforts in striving for good 
writing. 


"Get 
more of the 'interests' into 


politics and you'll be better off." de- 
clared W. T. Durbin, former governor 
of Indiana, in speaking o£ ."Business 
and Politics." 


"I suppose corporations are meant 


by the 'interests.'

There is now no monument 
to Whitney in existence.

the exact spot upon the old Greene 
plantation, near MonUeth, a few miles 
above Savannah,'upon which stood the 
workshop of the great inventor. 
The 


monument will face the public road, 
and will hear suitable inscription com- 
memorating the work of the inventor. 
It will be pretentious and imposing, or 
only a simple shaft, according as the 
ginners and the spinners of the country 
respond heartily or otherwise to the 
call for subscriptions. 
The promoters 


of the' movement believe that 
this 


tribute to the man whom Lord Macau- 
lay said "did more for America than 
Peter the Great did for Russia," has 
alrnady been too long delayed.
